Halifax, April 15. Mr. Murray's resolutions

The government resolutions will recite
the conferring of knighthood on Sir A. T. Gait
after his declaration of independence views,
and resolve that the British government will be
asked to state plainly Its views on Independence.

The I'rlnce Edward's Island government has
received the following:

Dowwmo Street. March 7. 1870. Sin I
have tbe honor to acknowledge the receipt of
your despatch, No. 9, of the 0th of February,
Inclosing copies of reports of your Executive
Counoil on the subject of tne terms on eroa by
Canada for the Incorporation of the island into
the Dominion. These terms are rejected on the
:round that they do not comprise a full andfmmediate settlement of land tenures and in-

demnity to the Impel ial Uovernment for loss of
territorial revenues.

It annears to me that the Government of
Prince Edward's Island will not aut wisely if
they allow themselves to bo diverted from the
practical consideration of their own real in-

terests for the sake of keeping alive a claim
against tha Imperial (iovernment which it is
quite certain will never be acknowledged.
